GERMAN FINANCE. 


Reuter informed us lst evening that 
the sensation of the hour in Europe is 
the breaking up of Prince volr Boeiow’s 
famous Bloc, by which ‘in recent. years 
he has carried bis policies through the 
Reichstag.’ In consequence of thoir. in- 
ability to find an exit from Germany’s 
financial tangles this political coterie 
has: fallen to “pieces-and has. thus 
set. loose rumours that the German 
Chancellor will have to give. placo to 
Count vow’ Went. Prince vor Bustow 
has ‘beer so-frequently dismissed from 
office of late by the journalists of 
Europe that we, aro rather sceptical 
regarding that portion of the cablegram 
dealing with His Excellency, but the 
‘same cannot be written concerning. the 
financial crisis which now confronts the 
German Empire. It has long been 
known that while the prosperity of the 
nation has advanced very: greatly,.the 
State has found increasing’ diffieuliy in 
keaping expenditures down to the lovel 
of receipts, with. the result that’ every 
year a deficit has been created which’ 
none of the official: financiers have ‘had 
the courage to tack.’ But 9 crisis 
has now. -arisen, for the,- financial
